In ancient Times, before methodical Learning 
bad got Footing in the Nations, and injlrutlive 
Treatifes were written} the Obfervdtions that 
wife Men made from Experience, were us'd to 
be gather* d\a*dfumm*d up into brief -and com-: 
prebenfive Sentences, which - being fo contrived, 
ess to bave'fometbing remarkable in their Expref- 
fions, might be eafily remembered, and brought 
into Ufe oft Occafions : Tbeje are caffd Adagies 
or Maxims. 

. Alfo the Men of Buftnefs, and the- common 
People, that they might in their Affairs and 
Converfation ftgnify and communicate their Senfe 
and Meaning in Jbort, with Smartnefs or with 
Pleafantnefs,: fell into cuftpmary little Forms of. 
fiords', and trite Speeches, which are call'd 
_ Proverbs and common Sayings. 

The former of theft are from Judgment, and 
0te us'd by Men of Underfianding and Seriouf- 
nefs : The other are from Wtt, and are accom- 
modate to the Vulgar) and Men of Mirth.

I conceive it is not needful for me accurately 
to determine, which are to he call'd Atiagie* 
and Proverbs ; nor nicely to difiinguijh the one 
from the other : All that I take upon me here to 
do, is only to throw together ava.fi confuted heap 
of unforted things, old and new, which you may 
pick over and make ufe of, according to your 
Judgment and Pleafure. 

Many of tbefe are only plain bare Expref 
fiotis, to ie taken literally in their proper Mean- 
ing; others have fometbing of the Obfcure and 
Surprize, which as foon as underload, render^ 
them pretty and notable. 
, tfbey us'd to be taken from Hifiory, Fables, 
Parables, Perjons of Note, and Places, Second 
confifi of Allufioxs, Allegories, Metaphors, Si- 
miles, Hyperboles; Ironies, &C.

publifhed a curious Collection c/Scotifli Proverb* 
■explain' d and made intelligible. 

Tbefe things being undeniably Jo, no Man 
t<ugbt to defpife, ridicule, or any ways difcourage 
the Diligence and Kindnefs of tbafe, that take 
Pains to bring borne to others without Price, 
tbefe Things of Profit and Pleafure. 
. I pick'd up tbefe Sentences and Sayings at 
feveral times, according as they cafuaUy occurred, 
and mofi of them Jo long ago, , that I cannot re- 
memherfbe. Partieul4rs, and, am- now (by rea- t 
■ Jon of great Age and illSfg&t) utterly unable t% 
review them j otberwife I would baveftruck out 
all fucb as are not fit for the Company, or are^ 
indecent to bejpokein the Prefenee of wife, grave, 
virtuous, modeji, well-bred People. :. Y 

t Before I end, I think it not amifs to add ihc 
following Remarks. 

i . Ariftotle (as one bath it) obferves, that mo> 
ral Sayings, and proverbial Speeches, are to be 
underjlood «*) jtoAu, to be ufuaUy and for the mofi. 
part true, and that there -may be feveral Ex- 
ceptions made,, and hjlances given, to the con- 
\. trary ;

trary i yet this does mt infringe the general 
Truth of them: But if in frequent common Ex- 
preffions, (bey be found true \ this is all thf 
Truth that is expetled in them, hecaufe it is all 
that is intended by them. 

2. Adagies and Proverbs are to be account- 
ed only as Sauce to relijh Meat with, hut not as 
fubjtantial Dijbes to make a Meal on ; andtbere- 
fore are never good, but upon proper SubjeUs an4 

Occaftons, where they may ferve to give aiively 
Force and pleafant Turn, to what is faidi but 
to apply them wrong, or crack them off too thicki 
Hke Sancha in Don Quixote, is abominably fop; 
pifh, ridiculous, and neufeous* 

3. Becaufe Verfes are eafier got by heart, and 
JHekf after in the Memory than Profc; and be- 
caufe the ordinary People ■ ufe to be much taken, 
with the clinking of Syllables ; many of our Pro- 
verbs are fo ferm'd, and very often put into 
falfe Rhymes ; as, A Stitch in time, may favc 
nine ■■, Many a little will make a mickle. This 
little Artifice, I imagine, was contriv'd purr 
pofely to make the Senfe abide the longer in tie 
Memory, by.rea.fon of its Oddnefs and Archnifs. 

4. I ufe the alphabetical Order of the initial 
Words, not as any help to the Reader, but to 
myfelf, that J might the better avoid Repeti- 
tious, which otherwift would be exlreamly dijf-
